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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The instant claims remain anticipated by the prior 
art. The '217 patent discloses a composite material comprising a bioactive glass comprising calcium and phosphate molecules, and a 
biocompatible polymer such as gelatin. Applicant argues that the gelatin and bioglass are not reacted as required by the claim. It is noted 
the claims are product claims, not process claims, thus, the reacted does not further limit the product claim, as is is a method step. Also, 
the reacted step is broad and adds nothing to as how they are reacted (e.g., they may be reacted by just being put together). However the 
components are present in the composite material and would inherently react with one another. Applicant attempts to argue that a 
chemical reaction or bond must occur, however this is not represented in the claims. Even if it were this reaction would happen inherently 
as the composite only comprises the biocompatible polymer and the bioglass. No other components are present and the reaction must be 
an inherent feature of the combination. As such by simply combining the components, they would react in some way to one another as they 
are not inert. For these reasons the claims remain rejected . 
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
